This hot 
only prevents the soil from freezing 
so solidly, but also series to prevent 
the small plants from being tlirovrn 
up out of the soil by rapid alternations 
oi freezing aad thawing. 
Tbe best 


plan, however, especially north of Phil- 
adelphia, is to -winter tlie young plants 
in a cold frame covered -sritb glass 
sash, as they will make larger plants 
and hegia to flower taueli earlier in the 
springf-than the plants wintered in the 
open beds. While the regular hot bed 
sash is best for this purpose, any old 
tvincioiy sash ivili answer for the pur- i 
pose -f provision is saatle for the escape \ 
of water from the sash after a rain, ' 
or they aay be sloped enough to per- 
mit of its running oil. It is best to 
make the bed ia a protected situation, 
such as cn the south side of a. wall 
or tight fence. Slake a box of boards 
of the proper size to be covered by the 
sash, allowing the latter to project 
slightly oa. air sides; the front part o£ 
tae box should be about sis inches in 
height and the rear twelve inches, with 
stopiiig sides to fit the sash. Fill tha 
bos or frame with rich soil, leaving 
four inches oi clear spaca below the 
sash at the front end, which will malw 
it ten inches at the back, and at the 
same time slightly banlt up the earth 
outside tae frame to insure good drain- 
age or protection from the heavy rains, 
, When the bed is prepared set the young 
' plants in it eight inches apart each 
way. Do not p!a,ce the sash on tie 
frame until the nights are Quite cool, 
and remove it entirely on all warm, 
bright, days. During the winter, when 


i it is too cool to take the sash off en- 
tirely, the plants 
naay be aired by 


raising the front sash a few incites. 
XVhea the frame is covered by snow, 
fiurifig severe weather, it may be left 
alone until urSght, ck-ar weather, when 
it should be cleared off and the plants 
again treated to fresh air. In severs 
cold weather the frame raay have ths 
additional protection of aid carpets or 
other covering placed over the glass at 
night. Cared for in this manner tlie 
plants should begin blooming quite 
early in the winter, and when the trees 
start out in bud the covering xaay be 
left off entirely, or the plants tafcen up 
ani planted in.. Use slower bed and tie 
frame used for starting fresh young 
plants from seed. When thcsa young 
plants start blossoming in the frames, 
some ,o£ them may be taken up and 
planted in pots or boxes for flowering 
iu a cool room in the house, whore they 
will bloom nicely if kept cool, not too 
•wet, and supplied with an abundance 
of: fresh air as frecniently as possible.
